To the inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in said County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said New 
Castle, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and others heretofore 
chosen, and to pass any vote in relation thereto. 

2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 
The polls for the election of town officers will open at ten of the clock, 
in the forenoon and shall not be closed before six of the clock in the 
afternoon. 

3. To raise such sums of money aS may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and to make appropriation for the 
same. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
incur temporary loans in anticipation of the taxes for the year 1960, 
upon the credit of the Town, and issue its notes therefor in accordance 
with the Municipal Finance Act. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount to be made 
to those persons who shall pay their taxes within a reasonable time 
after they receive notice of the taxes assessed against them and to fix 
the amount of such discount and the time within which such dis- 
count shall be allowed. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to participate with the other 
towns and cities in the area in the advertising, promotional and pub- 
licity activities of the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development 
Association as authorized by law and to raise and appropriate the 
necessary sum of money therefor. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road Aid from 
the State for the construction of town roads and to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sum of money therefor. 

8. To see whether the Town will vote to acquire from the United 
States of America approximately 21% acres of land adjoining the At- 
lantic Ocean from the northeasterly section of Camp Langdon, as 
described in deed of the United States of America through the Adminis- 
trator of General Services, subject to the terms and conditions therein

contained, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to execute an 
agreement to keep and perform said conditions and to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $800.00 as consideration for the transfer of said 
land and to pay such sum to such person or persons as may have hereto- 
fore paid such sum to the United States on behalf of the Town. 

9. To raise and appropriate the sum of $1,300.00 on account of 
the acquisition of additional land for the Town Cemetery. 

10. On petition of G. S. Pitts and 63 others to consider an in- 
crease in the salary of the chief of police. 

11. To see if the Town will authorize construction of a water 
main or mains in accordance with such plan or plans presented by the 
Board of Water Commissioners and Water Committee as the Town may 
see fit to adopt. 


12. Should the Town adopt any plan or plan for the construction 
of Water Mains under the preceeding article, to see if the Town will 
vote to raise the amount required for such construction to an amount 
not exceeding $100,000.00; and will vote to raise the same by the 
issuance of serial notes or bonds payable in annual installments over 
not more than thirty years, and in accord with the Municipal 
Finance Act of the State of New Hampshire, and to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to negotiate, and issue such notes or bonds, and fix the 
rate of interest thereon and to take such other action as may be re- 
quired to effectuate the purpose of this vote. 


13. To transact such other business as may legally come before 
said meeting.

ANNUAL LETTER — 1959 





To the Citizens: 


We sincerely hope that you will like the new Town Report. A new 
decade seemed to demand something new. We are proud of the cover 
pictures which portray much of the charm of our community. We will 
be interested in your comments on this cover treatment. 


The many changes in our Town Report format are probably rec- 
ognizable, such as the change of heading method for each department, 
the emphasis on, sub-headings and the strict order to the printer that 
all town department reports are to commence at the top of a page. The 
little sketches at the head of each report were made by Eugene Morrill. 
Eliminated was superfluous verbiage, mostly duplication from page to 
page. Added information includes Balance Sheets for Library and 
Water Departments, and a rearrangement of Summary Statements to 
show the computation of your tax rate, how the total valuation is 
arrived at, and what happens to cash surpluses in the general funds 
of both Town and School District. Your suggestions for continued im- 
provement will be most welcome at any time. 


To the heads of the various Town and School Departments we 
would extend our thanks for their cooperation in making this transi- 
tion of Town Report format orderly and on time. 


At the Town Meeting last year, $5,000.00 was raised for legal 
expenses in the Sandy Beach court case. As the report shows, we 
expended ($4,953.62) during the year. There is a balance due the 
attorneys of ($2,003.52). This latter item plus $500 to finish the 
job is in the Town Budget. 


The Sandy Beach court trial is over and finished. Last day of trial 
was September 29, 1959. The judge ordered counsel for Rand to prepare 
their brief and request for findings first. The Town counsel is to do 
the same afterwards. The (master) will then take both under con- 
sideration and render his verdict. To the best of our knowledge the 
lawyers for Rand have not as yet submitted their written argument. 
Town Counsel is awaiting same before proceeding with the Town's 
statement. It is hoped that the verdict will be forthcoming by this 
Summer. 
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As of this writing, the necessary legal papers are being processed 
to acquire by eminent domain, the field across from Riverside Ceme- 
tery as per your vote of September 15th. There have been several 
different reasons advanced by lawyers for the Marvin estate for the 
delay. The latest one is a higher offer than the $10,000 you authorized. 
At any rate the Selectmen feel that this location is the only one reason- 
ably available for extension of the cemetery and are taking the land 
by legal proceedings known as eminent domain since the Marvin 
Estate has not to date agreed to accept our offer of $10,000.00. In 
the budget, under cemeteries, is an item of $1,300.00 should you, 
the voters, wish to pay the added amount. 


During the year, 214 acres of land became surplus at Camp Lang- 
don. This included an additional strip of Sandy Beach about 300 feet 
lorg together with one-half of Bull Toad’s Pond. Acting in accordance 
with many past votes of the town, authorizing the Selectmen to take 
steps to re-acquire federal reservation lands in the town, the Select- 
men purchased this land for the sum of $800.00 the moment it became 
available. Lacking an authorized appropriation, for this purpose, eight 
individuals ‘‘put-up’’ $100.00 each to buy same. An article appears 
in the warrant to reimburse these eight people, if you so desire. The 
only other item of expense involved is the moving of the government 
fence, which we estimate will cost $100.00, and which we can easily 
accomplish within the usual Recreation appropriation. 


Fort Constitution, that is, the old ‘‘William and Mary”’ section, 
is in process of being transferred to the State of New Hampshire as 
an historic monument. The Selectmen conferred with State and Federal 
officials and readily agreed that such a transfer was highly desirable. 
At our suggestion, the State Recreation Department is processing all 
papers in behalf of the State of New Hampshire. Governor Powell 
concurred, that old Fort William and Mary should be owned and 
maintained by the State, and we are grateful for his support in the 
move to perpetuate this monument to so much of the history of New 
Castle. 


Our Road Agent, Haven W. Johnson, is retiring from his office 
after 14 years of service to the Town. We are sure that everyone will 
remember his faithful service, and especially his patience; and as we, 
the Selectmen, extend our warm thanks to him, we are sure that you, 
the voters, will want to do the same.

rt) SUPERINTENDENT'S 
ANNUAL REPORT 


——_ 


TO: The School Board and Citizens of New Castle: 


I am pleased to have the opportunity to submit my second annual 
report as your Superintendent of Schools. The past year has been pro- 
ductive of personal and professional satisfaction, all of which was due 
to the continued cooperation of the many professional and lay people 
who support the New Castle school. I look forward to the privilege of 
serving these people in the year ahead. 


The Trefethen School has not slackened its pace in meeting the 
ever increasing educational demand of the past year. Your three ex- 
cellent Teachers, Mrs. Florence Thompson, Mrs. Marie Hodgkins, and 
Mrs. Pearl Woodeson, have, through initiative, imagination, and 
ambition, managed to reap optimum benefits from the multi-grade 
school system; while at the same time, reducing to a minimum the 
disadvantages of this system. I am hopeful that these fine people will 
return and that the school district will recognize their contribution 
and be grateful for it. Too often, in the past, Teachers and schools 
“have been taken for granted” and their true value left unrecognized. 


Your school has also had the advantages of the voluntary services 
of Mrs. Madeline Kimball. Mrs. Kimball has contributed greatly of 
her time and talent to assist in the Foreign, Language Program and 
your children are the beneficiaries of this service. 


For the past two years the School Board and the Superintendent 
have recommended the construction of a two-room addition to the 
Trefethen School. This proposal was submitted on the basis of enroll- 
ment projections that revealed a large influx of students causing 
classrooms that would be seriously overcrowded. This proposal was 
also submitted because it would have permitted a reduction in the 
number of multiple grade classrooms, thus affording an even greater 
educational opportunity for the children of New Castle. 


The enrollment situation seems to have eased and our previous 
estimates of future enrollments have proven to be inaccurate. Thus, 
the proposal to add to the school building is not being submitted this 
year. 


As your Superintendent I wish to make certain that your attention 
is brought to the fact that, while the enrollment situation seems to 
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be easing, the educational need is as intense as before. One cannot 
deny that there are certain advantages to a multiple grade class- 
room situation, but I think that it must be clear to most people that 
a Teacher who must divide her attention between two grades cannot 
spend as much time with each child as the Teacher who has but one 
grade. The impact of this multiple grade situation may not be fully 
realized by the people of New Castle, because of their excellent Teach- 
ers. Iam hopeful that serious consideration, will be given to this con- 
struction, in order that an unexpected enrollment increase will not 
create ‘‘a crash program” with all of its accompanying disadvantages. 


The budget has not been completed at the time of this writing, 
but it seems likely that there will be a slight increase in the overall 
total. There should be substantial increases in, the salaries of the 
Teachers, some provision for minor improvements to the building, 
and a possible increase in the tuition. Additionally, New Castle is 
supporting Supervisory Union programs that require a slight increase 
in the pro-rated share assigned to New Castle. 


Among these are the Supervisory Union, Classes for the Slow 
Learner, now in their third year, the establishment of more adequate 
office facilities for the staff of the School Office, and the adoption of 
a system for the writing of school policies. New Castle also participates 
in the curriculum studies, now underway in both arithmetic and 
science, through the activities of the Teachers. These studies should 
have a lasting and beneficial eifect on the program of instruction. 


Included as a special article will be a repeat of the request for an 
Assistant to the Superintendent that was submitted last year. Again 
this article must be passed by all eight districts before becoming 
effective. The salary has been included this time in order that a 
person may be employed beginning July 1, 1960. I am hopeful that 
New Castle will join. with the other seven districts in supporting 
this needed service. 


So much has been said and written about our educational system 
that it would be presumptuous of me to attempt to add to these state- 
ments. I believe that we can encompass the millions of words written 
and spoken about public education by simply stating ‘‘the education 
that Americans once thought was DESIRABLE is now NECESSARY.” 
The major problem facing American citizens is that of providing ‘‘both 
quality and quantity.”’ 


‘Schools reflect the society they serve. Many of the failures we 
ascribe to contemporary education are in fact failures of our society 
as a whole. A society that is indifferent to its own heritage cannot 
expect schools to make good the indifference. A society that slurs over 
the fundamental principles and takes refuge in the superficial and 
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emphemeral cannot demand that schools instruct in abiding moral 
values. A society proudly pre-occupied with its own material accom- 
plishments and well-being cannot fairly expect its schools to teach 
that the snug warmth of security is less meaningful than the bracing 
venture of freedom. In all this, to reform our schools is first to reform 
ourselves.’”’ Henry Steele Commager, ‘“‘Our Schools Have Kept Us 
Free’, October, 1950. 


In closing I wish to thank all those who have made it possible 
for the past School Year to be a success. The School Board Members, 
the staff of the school, and the interested citizens who have actively 
supported our school. Their contribution is greatly appreciated. 


I also wish to pay tribute to Miss Leota Whitcomb, Helping Teach- 
er, Miss Edith Hammond, Executive Assistant, and the other members 
of the office staff who have labored so diligently and without whose 
assistance so many things would have been left undone.

SCHOOE NURSES 
R N REPORT — 1959 - 1960 


School physicals are being conducted by Dr. David Straus. It is 
expected they will be completed by the end of February. 


Forty-five school children attended a state-sponsored polio clinic 
in Portsmouth in January. All other pupils have received their nec- 
essary polio shots from family physicians. 


In June, a mobile dental clinic was set up at the school and, for 
a small fee, 36 children received dental care. The teeth of these child- 
ren were cleaned, checked and given three applications of sodium 
fluoride. Those who needed more extensive care were referred to 
their family dentists. This was the first visit of this type of clinic and 
it was well received. 


Pre-school clinics are held in June at which time children who 
will enter the first grade in September are given thorough physical 
examinations. 


Film strips concerning the various aspects of good health are 
being used throughout the year by the school nurse. The children 
benefit from this type of class where they may discuss the pictures 
and learn good health habits. 


Vision tests are conducted during the school year. Three children 
were found to need corrective glasses during the past year. 


Children who have been absent from school for three or more 
days must be examined by the school nurse. She is readily available 
by telephone to discuss problems with parents and willing to make 
home calls if necessary. She is anxious to cooperate with teachers, 
parents and school officials in any matter that will maintain the high 
standard of health for New Castle children.
